1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the cited prior 
art, ( including MARGULIS, US Patent No. 6,456,340 and BOLLMAN et al, US Patent 
No. 6,141,012) either alone or in any reasonable combination has failed to teach or 
suggest applicant's claimed invention, 

"... the self-describing attribute tag indicating whether the meta-data element, and a 
correspondingly similarly identified meta-data element from a further digital image 
should be retained or discarded in a case that the two images are combined, wherein 
the retention or discarding of the meta-data elements is dependent on the configuration 
of the meta-data elements(page 14, line 20-page 15, line 4 of amendment D, paper 
number 17 on March 22, 2004)". Therefore, LONG meets necessary conditions for 
allowance.
